Jeffries, 
our most eflBeient jailer, an ofBeer that 
every Adair county citizen should t)e 
justly proud of, as he never o^lects 
an opportunity to do any thing in his 
power that pertains to t))e health, 
welfare and comfort of the poor uo- 
fortunate man behind the bars. Ar-
